As the days pass and the truth comes to the 
surface, it becomes more and more evident that 
the Spanish government has been facing the 
organized powers of European Fascism and 
Naziism in its struggles to uphold popular gov- 
ernment in Spain. 

“Cavalcade,” the British equivalent of Time 
magazine, has been trying to place the Spanish 
situation fairly before its readers, and extricate 
the issues from the mass of propaganda of both 
sides. It says: “The revolution was prepared, 
not by the people but by the military party, 
standing for church, monarchy, and continua- 
tion of social order and hierarchies as they 
existed twenty and more years ago.” 

Pointing to the carefully prepared fortifica- 
tions built in the Guadarama mountains over- 
looking Madrid when Gil Robles, Conservative 
leader, was minister for war two years ago, it 
asserts that the revolution was planned long ago 
against the time when-popular government 

uld prevail, and that it was merely pre- 
cipitated by the popular victory in the Febru- 
ary elections.

Speaking with remarkable frankness about 
the alliance of the church party with the rebels, 
it says: 

Unbiased residents who have escaped 
from Madrid say that the church brought 
its own destruction and attendant barbari- 
ties on bishops, priests and nuns. They point 
out that it is Catholics, for the most part, 
who are committing these acts—not against 
their religion, but against a priesthood that 
has pursued a policy of keeping them in 
ignorance for years, and using charitable 
pittances to amass hoards of gold. 

Two hundred millions of pesetas (ap- 
proximately $35,000,000) were found when 
the Order of the “Litle Sisters of the Poor” 
at Madrid was confiscated. 
Similar information to that given by the 

correspondent of the New York Times, is sup- 
plied by Cavalcade, in regard to the open acti- 
vity of German flyers and bombing squadrons, 
at Caceres, near the Portuguese frontier. Eng- 
lish, American and French newspaper corre- 
spondents who made the discovery were sent 
to jail to keep their mouths shut, but the secret 
has leaked out. Says Cavalcade: 


Secret is that Caceres has been made a 
vast air base filled with German pilots. 
Mornings they bomb Madrid, drive govern- 
ment planes from the air. 

Ten large German bombers and seven- 
teen pursuit planes take off from a field 


constructed overnight by thousands of 
workmen. The secret of Caceres is so 
carefully guarded that German pilots no 


longer disguise in Spanish uniforms, prefer 
to wear their own, openly. 

The German commander has his head- 
quarters next to Franco's, and the German 
pilots, white-uniformed, stay at the Hotel 
Avarez. Gaped at by the townsfolk, they 
eat at a huge table in the centre of the 
dining room. None of the Germans signed 
the hotel register. 

The correspondent of Cavalcade says that 
near Badajoz, 4000 government supporters have 


been killed or executed. After the slaughter- 


ings, to prevent infection, petrol is poured over 
the dead and badly wounded, and the bodies 
incinerated 

Don Federico, in a lengthy article in the 
“Golden Age,” quoting from the Madrid

The London Times announced the arrival of 
21 Junkers planes at Burgos on August 25. The 
London News-Chronicle correspondent told of 
the arrival of twelve German pursuit planes at 
Seville on Sept. 4. 

Evidence of Italian aid is even more volum- 
inous. An Italian Fiat plane, commanded by 
Capt. Monico, an Italian army flier, was brought 
down by the government at Telavera on 
August 30. Alvarez del Vayo, Spanish repre- 
sentative at Geneva, reported the arrival of 24 
Italian planes at Vigo—a report confirmed by 
the British pro-consul at that place, who says 
he witnessed the arrival of a large shipment 
of Italian planes on August 23, ana acoiher 
shipment on Sept. 30. Many sources reported 
the arrival of a squadron of Italian planes at 
Mallorca, and their aid in defeating the govern- 
ment’s attempts to recapture that island. Later, 
the Italian air squadron from Mallorca assisfed 
the rebels in a successful attack upon the 
smaller Balearic island of Iviza 

If the Russian threat to vacate the non-inter- 
vention pact and give assistance to the Spanish 
government, plunges Europe into another great 
war, it will clearly lie at the doors of the Italian 
and German governments. They have per- 
sistently, and in the face of solemn promises to 
observe neutrality, aided in the slaughter of 
Spanish loyal republicans in an effort to place 
Europe under the iron heel of Fascism

Living Legs Grafted 
By Feat of Science

NEW YORK, Oct. 16—A new 
surgical operation which detours 
a living leg from one rat to an- 
other was announced today in 
“Science,” the journal of the 
American Association for the ad- 
vancement of Science. 


The operation is the first import-

LIVING NERVES 

In the new operation the leg ha 
living nerves, power of motion and 
of sensation. It is described by J 
Y. Schwind of Loyola University 
| School of Medicine, Chicago 

Mr. Schwind used tie “plastic 
surgery” methods by which liv- 
ing skin is moved from one part 
of the body to another to cover 
disfigurements. He thereby 
moved the right hind Iegs of sev- 
eral rats successfully to the backs 
of other rats. 

These rats with fifth legs retain- 
ed their original legs. The sciatic 
nerve of one of the original hind 
legs was split and part of it brought 
to the back to be ready for the 
extra leg The new leg was not 
moved all at once was opened 
above the knee and this opening 
fastened to the new site on the back 
of the other rat. 


SIAMESE TWINS 


This left both rats joined together 
temporarily by an operation which 
made them Siamese twins. By this 
method the leg under detour receiv- 
ed a good blood supply from 
original owner while taking root in 
the other rat's back 


Paralysis was avoided at the same 
time by a method of fraying and 
splicing the sciatic nerve of the 
arriving leg with that of the nerve 
already made ready in the animal's 
back.
